fire horror. 
The victim s of the d a y ’s 
disaster w ere typical East Side p* ople, 
th e scone a typical East Side tenem ent 
ot 15 Allen street, and the incidents a t­ 
tending It w ere in m any w ays peculiar 
¿o that cosm opolitan quarter. 
To ap ­ 
parently reckless displays of heroism 
shown by firemen, policemen and vol­ 
unteers alone is due the fact th a t th • 
list of dead is not greater. 
Two hundred persons herded in the 
big five-story double decker tenem en t 
house wen* sleeping, when flames from 
an overturned 
or exploded 
kerosene 
lamp in th<* bn orneni spread through 
the stru ctu re and wrapped the en tire 
building in flames 
almost before an 
alarm had been sounded. 
E ven when 
the sleepers awoke at the first cry it 
was almost too late, but hardly more 
than a m om ent w as necessary to show 
them that tHoir troubles had scarcely 
begun. 
T he long 
narrow iron fire 
escapes 
which ran down the building on each 
of its exposed sides 
had been m ade 
receptacles for rubbish of all descrip ­ 
tions and in m any cases they w ere lit­ 
tle b etter than useless. 
It was found, 
also, that every fire escape platform 
on the building had in it a “blind” or 
a square piece of board which fits into 
the opening through which th*» ladder 
passes in the grated floor. 
T h e result 
of 
these 
obstructed 
escapes 
w as 
evident w hen it was found th a t nearly 
all of the dead belonged 
on th e top 
floor of the building and w ere roasted 
before 
they w ere able 
to reach 
the 
ground. 
A nother < ase of negligence 
which w as responsible for the loss of 
some lives w as an im m ovable skylight 
at the head of a ladder leading to the 
roof. 
B attened soeurely and partially 
covered with ice, this skylight resisted 
all efforts to force it and a pile of tho 
bodies of th e dead lay under it w hen 
the horror w as over. 


Fine Displays of Heroism. 


It w as 
on th e flame-swept 
fire es­ 
capes that th e finest displays of hero­ 
ism w ere show n. 
Scores of m en, wo­ 
men and children 
driven from 
th e 
rooms by th e flames, which swept up 
through hallw ays 
and light 
shafts, 
towered high In th e air on the hot iron 
ladders 
and 
platform s, the 
flames 
swirling around them as they w aited 
for 
hel^. 
T hro ug h 
the flames 
and 


smoke, tin.»* a f te r ’ 
time, the firemen 
rushed 
up to 
their assistance 
and 
every trip m eant 
a life saved. From 
the fire escape, too, the men plunged 
through windows belching flames to 
come forth a m om ent later bringing an 
unconscious 
form to some 
place of 
safety 
Many of tho firemen and other 
rescuers 
suffered severely 
but they 
continued at the work until it w as fin­ 
ished. 
L ieutenant Bonner, son 
of the old 
time fire chief, 
w as rescued 
uncon­ 
scious from a fire escape after he had 
rescued 
four persons 
from 
certain 
death, and John 
Dwan, a patrolm an, 
was taken to a hospital with a broken 
shoulder a fte r saving a dozen more. 
T hese 
w ere only 
tw o cases 
am ong 
many. 
Several of those who perished w ere 
roasted 
to 
death in 
plain view’ 
of 
thousands in th*» streets. 
Coroner G oldenkranz declared afte r 
an investigation that he had reason to 
believe tne blaze w as the work of an 
incendiary.

inspectors and health and police offi­ 
cials to a p p ear before 
him at tho in­ 
quest T hursday.

Largely Attended 


IMPORTANT MATTERS DISCUSSED 


The Potato and Other Kindred 


Industries Considered by the 


Members 


The first regular meeting of the Com* 
m ore ml C’lnb of Brainerd was held la-4 
night in Elk hall, and there was a good 
representation 
of the business men, 
there being nearly a hundred present, 
which in itself It an encouragement to 
those interested in the welfare of the 
city. The meeting, too, was Interesting 
from the fact th a t man) m atters of im­ 
portance eamejup for consideration, and 
the members seem to have grappled the j 
right idea and have th e proper spirit , 
and if the energy|displayed thus fur is ' 
continued it cannot but help be of in 
estimable value to the city in the pro 
motion of eommereial and industrial in 
terests. 
There were heated discussions over 
the proper proceedure in some matters, 
but it was indulged in by those who 
were interested in a spirit of friendli 
ness and they had the city of Brainerd 
uppermost in their mindsjfrom thestnrt. 
President O’Brien was in the chair 
anil after the meeting was called to 
order and Secretary Me Huy had read 
the minutes of the'last meeting reports 
were * ailed for from the committees to 
which had been referred different m at­ 
ters. 


RAILROAD MATTKRS. 
Chairm an LaBar, of the committee 
on railroads, made a verbal report which 
was interesting, giving as it did an idea 
of the work th a t had been taken up and 
the results accomplished by this com- 
mittc. 
The committee will have some­ 
thing fu rth er to report in the future. 


THE SCHOOL QUESTION. 
Reference has already been made to 
the investigation being m a d e of the ex­ 
penditures in the schools of the city. 
This m atter was referred to th e com­ 
mittee on city, school and eounty and 
they have been making an investiga 
tion, comparing the cost of maintaining 
the schools here with |o th e r schools in 
towns and c i t i e s in the state. The com 
mittee had not finished its work and a 
motion prevailed thatjtho coram it te con 
tinue in its research and that they re­ 
port at the next meeting. There was 
considerable discussion over the m atter 
in a friendly spririt. 


THK POTATO* INDUSTRY. 


The club has found a good man for 
chairman of the committee on whole 
sale and retail trade, W. 11. Cleary, and 
he gave evidence last night of having 
been rather busy along this line since 
the last meeting. 
One of the matters 
which Mr. Cleary took particular inter 
eat in, and a question in which he states 
every business man in the city should 
be interested, is the jjotato industry, 
Mr. Cleary has traveled on the road 
throughout the state as naueb perhaps 
as any other one man living in the city, 
and he pretty nearly knows where to go 
to get at the real fountain of informa­ 
tion. Thus it is in this case. 
He has 
written letters to the cities where the 
potato industry has been thrifty and 
asked for a statem ent of the condition 
of business and the 'possible result from 
thecultivation’of this product. 
Letters 
were read by Secretary McKay from a 
dozen or more towns, each pointing out 
the great benefits derived. 
It was the 
concensus of opinion at the meeting last 
night th a t noJ|greater help could be ex­ 
tended this city and county than to take 
this m atter up with the farmers and in­ 
duce them to engage in tho business on 
a much larger scale. 


J, M, Elder spoke in support of this 
m atter and stated that be th o u g h t it 
was one of the best thing* th at the club 
could take up. 
Others also spoke on 
the matter, 
Mr. C le a r y was of t h e opinion 
t h a t 
the club should take up the m atter of 
furnishing the farmers with the proper 
seed. 
He was in favor of a white potato 
and thought that the farmers should be 
furnished with these for 
seed* Mr. 
Cleary w as in favor of buying the pota 
toes for seed and selling them to the 
farmers, taking their notes for them. 
The matter will be taken up by the 
club. 


THE BRAIXRKD « Ri A.MKRY. 
Mayor Con O’Brien stated that he 
wished to m a k e a statement regarding 
the erenmery which is to be erected. 
He wanted it understood that thoeream- 
ery was n o n e o f his atYair; th a tJ . U. 
Armstrong W as a thorough business 
man and he was coming here to conduct 
a business which would be a credit t*» 
the city, Some have started a rumor 
that Mr. O’Brien would In? connected 
with the new enterprise. This is not so. 
He is simply putting his money in the 
enterprise, Mr, Armstrong claims that 
he will >kim the country for ten miles 
around Brainerd and is even willing to 
furnish money to farmers to buy cattle 
if they can show him that they have a 
place to keep and feed them. 


THK FLOUR MILL INDUSTRY, 
The matter of patronizing home in 
dustry, special mention being made of 
the Hour mill industry, was a question 
I brought up last night. 
V\ . H. ( leary, 
M. ,J. Reilly and others spoke on the im­ 
portance of patronizing the homo mills. 
They referred to the Atlas mil! which 
a few days ago changed hands and 
thought th a t every business man in the 
city should pu-h the product of the 
mill. 
In this connection some one stated 
th a t something ought to be done about 
raising No, I hard wheat here for the 
mill. 
Mayor O'Brien stated that Presi­ 
dent F. V. Cawley, of the Atlas Milling 
company, while in the city today and 
tomorrow would arrange to ship in seed 
wheat for the termers, 
A FARMERS INSTITUTE. 


In connection with the discussion of 
the potato business, the creamery busi­ 
ness etc., Mayor O'Brien thought that 
there ought to be a meeting in the city 
and that a big dinner should be served 
the farmers throughout the county. 
It 
was thought th a t a farmers 
institute 
would not be out of the way and he said 
J. K. Armstrong while away was going 
to make some arrangements to get a 
speaker 
here. 
President 
O Brien 
thought th at a rousing meeting of the 
farmers in this city would be a good 
thing so th a t the business men could 
talk to them and let them und< rstand 
th a t the Commercial Club is interested 
in their welfare for the general good of 
the county and city. 


WOULD ADVERTISE LAN OS, 


P. B. Nettleton suggested th a t some­ 
thing be done, and th a t at once, to ad­ 
vertise the lands in this locality. 
1 hou- 
sands of people are passing through go­ 
ing to places much less desirable than 
Crow Wing county, and Mr. Nettleton 
thought something should be done to 
divert their attention. 
I he m atter was 
referred to the public improvements 
and good roads committee. 


RECIPROCAL DEMURRAGE HILL* 
The draft of the reciprocal dem urrage 
bill was read by Secretary McKay, anil 
a letter was read from the St. Paul 
Board of trade asking the club to use 
all possible pressure and to lend sup­ 
port to its passage. The m atter was re­ 
ferred to the legislative committee.

terests. 
There were boated discussions over 
the proper proceeduro in some matters, 
but it was indulged in by those who 
were interested in a spirit of friendli­ 
ness and they hail the city of Brainerd 
uppermost in their mindsjfrom the start.

The m atter will be taken up by the 
club. 


THE UR Al NERD CREAMERY. 


Mayor Con O'Brien stated th at he 
wished to make a statem ent regarding 
the creamery which is to bo erected. 
lie wanted it understood that the cream ­ 
ery was none of his affair: th at J. Ii. 
Armstrong was a thorough business 
man and he was coming here to conduct 
a business which would be a credit to 
the city. Some have started a rumor 
that Mr. O’Brien would be connected 
with tho new enterprise. This is notso. 
He is simply putting his money in the 
enterprise. 
Mr. Armstrong claims that 
he will skim the country for ten miles 
around Brainerd anti is even willing to 
furnish money to fanners to buy cattle 
if they can show him that they have a 
place to keep and feed them. 


THE FLOUR MILL INDUSTRY. 


The m atter of patronizing home in 
dustry, special mention being made of 
the flour mill industry, was a question 
brought up last night.

Chairman LaBar, of the committee 
on railroads, made a verbal report which 
was interesting, giving as it did an idea 
of the work that had been taken up and 
the results accomplished by this com- 
mitto. The committee will have some­ 
thing further to report in the future. 
THE SCHOOL QUESTION. 
Reference has already been made to 
the investigation being made of the ex­ 
penditures in tho schools of the city. 
This matter was referred to the com­ 
mittee on city, school anil county and 
they have been making an investiga 
tion, comparing the cost of maintaining 
the schools here withjfother schools in 
towns and cities in the state. The com­ 
mittee had not tinished its work and a 
motion prevailed thatjthe committe con 
tinue in its research and that they re­ 
port at the next meeting. There was 
considerable discussion over the matter 
in a friendly spririt. 
THE POTATO* INDUSTRY. 
The idub has found a good man for 
chairman of the committee on whole­ 
sale and retail trade, W. H. Cleary, and 
he gave evidence last night of having 
been rather busy along this line since 
the last meeting. One of tho matters 
which Mr. Cleary took particular inter­ 
est in, and a question in which he states 
every business man in the city should 
be interested, is the potato industry. 
Mr. Cleary has traveled on the road 
throughout the state as much perhaps 
as any other one man living in the city, 
and he pretty nearly knows where to go 
to get at the real fountain of informa­ 
tion. Thus it is in this case. lie has 
written letters to the cities where the 
potato industry has been thrifty and 
asked for a statement of the condition 
of business and the 'possible result from 
the cultivation'of this product. Letters 
were read by Secretary McKay from a 
dozen or more towns, each pointing out 
the groat benefits derived. It was the 
concensus of opinion at the meeting last 
night that nojgreater help could be ex­ 
tended this city and county than to take 
this matter up with the farmers and in­ 
duce them to engage in tho business on 
a much larger scale. 


J. M. Elder spoke in support of this 
matter and stated that ho thought it 
was ono of the best things that the club 
could take up. Others also spoke on 
the matter. 
Mr. Cleary was of tho opinion that 
tho club should take up the matter of 
furnishing the farmers with the proper 
seed. He was in favor of a white potato 
and thought that the farmers should be 
furnished with these for seed. Mr. 
Cleary was in favor of buying the pota­ 
toes for seed and selling them to the 
farmers, taking their notes for them. 
The matter will be taken up by the 
cl ub. 
THE BRAINERD CREAMERY. 
Mayor Con O’Brien stated that he 
wished to make a statement regarding 
tho creamery which is to be erected. 
He wanted it understood that the cream­ 
ery was none of his affair: that J. R. 
Armstrong was a thorough business 
man and he was coming here to conduct 
a business which would be a credit to 
the city. Some have started a rumor 
that Mr. O’Brien would be connected 
with the new enterprise. This is not so. 
He is simply putting his money in the 
enterprise. Mr. Armstrong claims that 
he will skim tho country for ten miles 
| around Brainerd and is even willing to 
I furnish money to farmers to buy cattle 
if they can show him that they have a 
place to keep and feed them. 
THE ELOUR MILL INDUSTRY. 
The matter of patronizing home in­ 
dustry, special mention being made of 
the flour mill industry, was a question 
brought up last night. W. H. Cleary, 
M. J. Reilly and others spoke on the im­ 
portance of patronizing the home mills. 
They referred to the Atlas mill which 
a few days ago changed hands and 
thought that every business man in the 
city should push the product of the 
mill.In this connection some one statod 
that something ought to be done about 
raising No. 1 hard wheat here for the 
mill. Mayor ()’Brien stated that Presi­ 
dent F. I*:. Cawley, of the Atlas Milling 
company, while in the city today and 
tomorrow would arrange to ship in seed 
wheat for the farmers. 
A FARMERS INSTITUTE. 
In connection with the discussion of 
the potato business, the creamery busi­ 
ness etc., Mayor O'Brien thought that 
there ought to be a meeting in the city 
and that a big dinner should be served 
the farmers throughout the county. It 
was thought that a farmers’ institute 
would not be out of the way and he said 
J. R. Armstrong while away was goint: 
to make some arrangements to get a 
speaker 
here. 
President 
O Brien 
thought that a rousing meeting of the 
farmers in this city would be a good 
thing so that the business men could 
talk to them and let them understand 
that the Commercial Club is interested 
in their welfare for the general good of 
the county and city. 
WOULD ADVERTISE LANDS. 
P. B. Nettleton suggested that some­ 
thing be done, and that at once, to ad­ 
vertise the lands in this locality. Thou­ 
sands of people are passing through go­ 
ing to places much less desirable than 
Crow Wing county, and Mr. Nettleton 
thought something should be done to 
divert their attention. The matter was 
referred to the public improvements 
and good roads committee. 
RECIPROCAL DEMURRAGE BILL. 
The draft of the reciprocal demurrage 
bill was read by Secretary McKay, anil 
a letter was read from the St. Paul 
Board of trade asking the club to use 
all possible pressure and to lend sup­ 
port to its passage. The matter was re­ 
ferred to the legislative committee. 
TO TAKE UP INDEBTEDNESS. 
The bill introduced by Senator Brow­ 
er, an act authorizing cities of this state 
having a population of 10,(XX) or less to 
issue and sell their negotiable coupon 
bonds, to take up their past due indebt­ 
edness and to prevent the subsequent 
creation of a floating indebtedness of 
such cities was read by Secretary 
W. D. McKay. Mr. LaBar stated that 


there were features of this bill which 
he thought were all right, but thought 
the matter should be investigated some­ 
what. A motion prevailed that it be re­ 
ferred to the committee on county, city 
and schools. 
ANOTHER IMPORTANT RILL. 
Another important bill was consider­ 
ed last night. This is the bill drafted 
by Senntor Frater which provides that 
in cities of 10,(XX) or less, money may 
1)0 raised by the sale of bonds for 
the construction of a water works 
system and the maintainance there­ 
of. 
A letter was read from 
Mr. 
Frater in which he stated that the 
changes as suggested by theC'ommercial 
Club had been made. 
Mr. Frater also wrote that Ambrose 
Tighe had asked that the matter be held 
up for a few days; that he thought he 
head a right to be heard on the ques­ 
tion. Senator Frater stated in his let­ 
ter that he had decided to give Mr. 
Tighe a hearing. The matter was re­ 
ferred to the legislative committee. 
ROUTINE MATTERS. 
Secretary McKay stated that C. N. 
Parker had declined to serve on the 
board of directors and President (VBrien 
stated that nominations would be en- 
tertained to till the vacancy. Dr. J. L. 
Campanil J. J. Howe were nominated 
and upon vote of the club Dr. Camp 
was elected. 
The rules were suspended and Thos. 
Bearo was on motion elected a member 
of the club without the usual formali­ 
ties, the secretary being instructed to 
cast the unanimous vote of the club for 
Mr. Bearo. 
A communication was read from the 
secretary of the Minnesota Municipal 
and Commercial League appointing Dr. 
Werner Hemstead a member of the body 
from Crow Wing county. The matter 
of securing members for tho league will 
be taken up later. It was referred to 
the committee on county, city and 
schools.’ 
Manager M. J. Reilly reported on the 
progress made in base ball matters and 
his report was enthusiastically received.

The vote was 55 to'SI. 
Because of the lack of five votes, J. 
A. Andereyg's bill to allow the con­ 
solidation of rural schools, went to the 
wall. V* hile the opposition only had 
twenty-five votes to its credit, all Mr. 
Andregg could raise was 
fifty-five 
votes and he needed sixty to pass it. 
He gave notice that he would move to 
reconsider. 
The bill trom the committee on pub­ 
lic health, providing for the reimburse­ 
ment of personal suffering the loss of 
live stock, condemned because of in­ 
fectious diseases, passed. 
The end of the clash between the 
rubs committee and the house occur­ 
red when the committee reported out 
intact P. E. Dowling’s resolution, giv­ 
ing the committee on accounts and ex­ 
penditures an extra accountant. 
in a bill offered by W. A. Hinton, 
preservatives of any kind are forbid­ 
den in the manufacture of any food or 
drink. Heavy penalties are provided 
for violations. 


For a State Fire Marshal. 
The agitation for a state fire mar­ 
shal as a means of reducing fire in­ 
surance risks, bore fruit in a bill intro­ 
duced by John T. Rosenthal of St. Paul. 
The new office created is to be filled 
by the governor, and the incumbent 
is to have an annual salary of $2,500. 
This official is to have general super­ 
vision over losses throughout the state 
and he is to be clothed with authority 
sufficient to allow him to make any 
needed investigation. 
\V. A. Nolan introduced a bill regu­ 
lating business colleges. It is de­ 
signed to drive fake business colleges 
from existence. A course of twelve 
months' study is required in the 
schools, and rigid examinations are re­ 
quired to be made under the direction 
of the state superintendent of public 
instruction. 
General M. D. Flower introduced a 
bill authorizing the St. Paul city coun­ 
cil, by a three-fourths vote, to issue 
$150,000 bonds to build a new bridge 
across the Mississippi river at Fort 
Snelling. The bonds are to run for 
thirty years and are to bear not more 
than 5 per cent interest. 
The following bills were recommend­ 
ed lo pass: 
The Roberts bill for a wide open tax 
amendment, the Grandrud bill relating 
to the purchase of supplies for the leg­ 
islature by the state board of eontrol, 
Elias Barbie's bill extending the Tor­ 
rens system of land titles to all coun­ 
ties in the state, and the Stone in­ 
heritance tax bill. 


PROTECTS C A RRIE R PIGEONS. 


Measure Introduced by Senator Mor­ 
gan Passed by Senate. 
Nine bills were introduced in the 
senate Tuesday. Senator Morgan in­ 
troduced a measure designed to pro- 
tec t carrier or homing pigeons. Under 
the bill, it is made a misdemeanor to 
interfere in any manner with carrier 
pigeon... The bill was passed under 
suspension of the rules. A similar 
Dili was introduced in the house. 
The committee on roads and bridges 
reported out a bill establishing a road 
and bridge fund. The bill provides 
that there be added to the fund an ad­ 
ditional tax levy of one-quarter of one 
mill on ali taxable property. No coun­ 
ty is permitted to receive more than 3 
per < t nt or less than one-half of one 
per cent of the total fund in anv one 
year. 
I he state is to pay not more 
than one-third of the cost of the con­ 
struction. 
Senator Sundberg introduced a bill 
which appropriates $1,000 for the Far­ 
mers’ Club of Minnesota. 


Amending Election Laws. 
Senator McNamee submitted two 
hills amending the election laws, gen­ 
era! and primary. They provide the 
order in which the names of candidates 
shall appear on the light blue or coun­ 
ty ballots. The order of candidates 
places the names of the candidates for 
county commissioners ahead of all oth­ 
er candidates for county offices. 
A bill by Senator Morgan gives 
boards of directors of public libraries 
power to admit to the benefits of such 
libraries persons not residing within 
the limits of counties, cities or villages. 
Boards may loan books singly or in 
traveling libraries. 
The special order was Senator Schai- 
ler’s bill, which provides that persons 
under indictment may plead guilty at 
any time upon request, to the judge. 
The hill was passed under suspension 
©f the rules. 
F»*nator Calhoun’s bill abolishing 
da> s of grace on sight drafts or accept­ 
ances passed the senate. 
The senate passed 
Senator Gjert- 
sen's bill which increases the1 personal 
property exemption from $100 to $200. 
By a unanimous vote Senator Brow­ 
er's bill appropriating $65,000 for tak­ 
ing ¡i state census, was passed. Under 
its provisions the secretary of stale is 
made the superintendent of the cen­ 
sus. 


ARRAIGNS 
MORMONISM. 


Senator Dubois of Idaho Talks to Con* 
gress of Mothers. 
Washington, 
March 
15.— Senator 
Fred T. Dubois of Idaho talked to the 
Mothers’ Congress at night on “Tho 
Purity of the Home.” His speech was 
chiefly an historical review of Mor- 
monism in the United States and a 
severe arraignment, of the doctrines 
and practices of the Mormon organiza­ 
tion, He declared with emphasis that 
there should he no toleration of the 
present teachings and practice of the 
Mormon hierarchy and in suggesting 
a remedy said: 
“It is the duty of the United States 
senate so to act on the case of Reed 
Smoot as to serve notice on the polyga­ 
mous head of this church and his 
apostles that they must live within the 
laws; that the nation is supreme; that 
the institutions of ihls country must 
prevail throughout the land, and sec­ 
ond. there should be an amendment of 
our Constitution wide enough in its 
r.coi o to piare plural marriages and 
poliiical control In the church entire­ 
ly out of the realm of possibility.” 
Senator Dubois declared that Mor- 
monlsm i» a decided, if not the great­ 
est single menace which confronts us 
as a people.

Charges Filed Against Organizers of 
New York Strike. 
Washington, 
March 
15.—Charges 
have been filed with Samuel Gompers, 
president of the American Federation 
of Labor, which are said to reflect on 
the integrity of individuals connected 
with the subway and elevated rail­ 
road strike in New York. Mr. Gom­ 
pers said the charges would be inves­ 
tigated. It is said that the charges 
contain allegations that the strike was 
engineered for the sole purpose of be­ 
ing broken. Officials of the union, it 
is declared, received or expected to 
receive a large reward for bringing 
about the strike.
